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Local ladies warming hands and hearts

Del Ryan and Toni Bonnet are helping to keep less for¬ 
tunate children’s hands warm. 

The two ladies together put in time to knit six hundred 
mittens that go to children of Aboriginal decent in con¬ 
junction with the Calgary Catholic School District 
(CCSD). According to Pat Loyer, a consultant for the 
Aboriginal Education team within the Calgary Catholic 
School District, the remaining mittens that go unused are 
sent to their Reception Centre that works with new immi¬ 
grant students are new to the district. 

Though the women were not ask directly to knit the 
mitts, Loyer feels this deed definitely does not go unno¬ 
ticed, “These ladies are taking on a task that they have 
expertise in but no one has asked them to do it. They do 
it because, it seems to me, they want to help and to make 
a difference in the lives of children.” 

Del Ryan got involved with knitting mittens for these 
children after talking with good friend l^ana Robertson 
who is the Aboriginal Community Liaison for the 
Aboriginal Education Team, “We just came up with the 


idea that these kids...are just needy kids." 

Since Ryan was already heavily involved with knitting, 
“I’ve always knit...but I used to make a lot of sweaters 
for people," she felt that knitting smaller projects such as 
ttic niitts would be a good way to use up the “bits and 
pieces" of left over wool she had from larger projects. 

Ryan’s friend Bennet decided to join Ryan in making 
the mitts after she heard what Ryan was doing. Similar 
to Ryan, Bennet had taken on smaller projects because 
they were much easier to work with, “You can work on 
them any where... even while in the car." Though the 
ladies agreed to make the mitts for the children quite 
often they work on their own time. This year the ladies 
knit :l(M) mitts each, but Bennet admits it may have been 
a large goal that she doesn’t think she'll be able to get to 
next year, “I am working on other projects," she said 
adding that is involved with other organizations. She 
plans to just knit as many mitts as she can for next year's 
goal. 

Lina Robertson, Aboriginal Community Liaison for the 
Aboriginal Education Team, felt that the deed these two 
ladies decided to start was an excellent idea, “There 
should be more people like Del and Toni in schools mak¬ 


ing a warm and wonderful difference. 

According to Robertson, 300, ‘one-size fits all’, mittens 
have been distributed to nine schools so far, “I take them 
into a school in a room full of 20 students or so. I then 
empty the box of mittens and let the children have their 
pick...There is no word to describe their reaction, stem¬ 
ming from excitement to smiles due to having a choice to 
pick from all the different colours. It’s amazing to see!” 

Ryan feels that although what she and Bennet do is 
helping out the children, it’s not enough, “We’re making a 
dent but I don't think we’re covering it all." 

Robertson adds that although many of the families she 
works with do the best they can for their family, “some 
children often show up at school with in adequate winter 
clothing, school supplies or even lunches...So there is a 
need in the District, I think there are many places in 
Calgary where there is a need for less privileged stu¬ 
dents." 

In the mean time, Ryan and Bennet intend to continue 
knitting mitts until their “arms fall off." Both women 
have already started knitting mitts for next year, “There’s 
a purpose there and I know the kids need them," says 
Bennet.

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Over $60,000 in 
bylaw tickets issued

Over $(> 0 , 000 in fines have been 
issued to date this year by the town’s 
community peace officer for infractions 
within Didsbury’s jurisdiction. 

As of September 30 , Community Peace 
Officer Derek Sutherland reports that he 
has issued $ 00,901 in fines. 

As far as September goes, “it was a 
rather ridiculous month for traffic viola¬ 
tions,” said Sutherland in his report to 
council last week. 

Three no insurance tickets were hand¬ 
ed out in just the first couple of weeks. 

“This is a violation that 1 do not see 
much of and have absolutely no time 


for,” Sutherland told council. 

In September, Sutherland issued 27 
provincial violation tickets worth $10, 
624 in fines and nine bylaw tickets 
worth $956 in fines. The total amount of 
tickets issued in the month was $ 11 , 580 . 

In August, Sutherland issued 33 
provincial violation tickets totalling 
$ 7,942 and one bylaw ticket for $ 108 . 
The total amount of tickets issued in 
August was $8, 050 . 

Sutherland also investigated a number 
of speeding complaints on Hwy. 582 . 
While monitoring trucks driving down 
the highway, Sutherland noticed trucks 
carrying heavy loads and after weighing 
them issued three tickets, with a com¬ 
bined value of over $2, 000.

As well, those who are paying Alberta Blue Cross Non-group 
insurance premiums, or other supplemental health premiums, will continue to pay in 2009 as those premiums 
will remain in effect.

• If you have had a change in name, address, dependants or marital status, please notify 
Alberta Health and Wellness. 

• New arrivals are required to register within three months of their arrival and 
will be responsible for any premiums owed for the balance of 2008.

Growing forward - for some, not ail j

This week, 
Primer Minister 
Stephen Harper 
reappointed 
Gerry Ritz to 
Minister of 
Agriculture. One 
of the first things the Minister 
should read is a new report from 
the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business (CFIB) that 
also came out this week called 
Growing Forward - For Some, Not 
All 

Growing Forward is the umbrella 
name for all federal, provincial and 
territorial agriculture policy. It 
includes things like food safety and 
environmental regulations, as well 
as the business risk management 
tools available to farmers. This 
past summer governments commit¬ 
ted to a strategic review of the risk 
management tools over the coming 
year. 

There was good reason to do a 
review: Canada’s last business risk 
management tool was widely 
regarded as a disaster. The 
Canadian Agricultural Income 
Stabilization (CAIS) program was 
very complicated, time-consuming, 



expensive, and offered inadequate 
payments. 

In addition, of those CFIB mem¬ 
bers who had qualified for and 
received a CAIS payment, 22 per 
cent had been asked to repay their 
payments, primarily due to errors 
in government calculations. 

So producers need to know that 
the new tools are not simply CAIS 
with another name. 

One of the new tools is called 
AgriStability. It was designed to 
help producers for margin declines 
of more that 15 per cent. In other 
words, a producer could receive a 
payment if their production margin 
fell below 85 per cent of their refer¬ 
ence margins in a given year. 

According to the CFIB, produc¬ 
ers have mixed reaction to this 
one. In Alberta, only eight per cent 
believe it will be very helpful in 
managing risk. Another 37 per cent 
thought it will be somewhat help¬ 
ful, but almost 20 per cent said it 
will not be helpful. 

But looking at the national data, 
there were clear differences by 
sector. The reaction from the live¬ 
stock sector was most negative, 
while those with field crop and 
combination farms, as well as 
those with fruit, vegetable and hor¬ 
ticultural farms were more opti¬ 


mistic the programs will be helpful. 

Given all the challenges in the 
livestock sector, such as the fallout 
from BSE, a volatile Canadian dol¬ 
lar and new country of original 
labelling legislation in the U.S., 
they are looking for something 
more responsive to their immedi¬ 
ate challenges. 

Governments can also look at 
other ways to make the agriculture 
industry more competitive. CFIB 
hopes Minister Ritz will continue 
to work with his provincial coun¬ 
terparts to reduce red tape, reduce 
the total tax burden and implement 
policies to assist with agri-business 
succession. 

Business risk management tools 
are a last resort, but when produc¬ 
ers do need them they have to 
work. They must be transparent, 
accessible, predictable, and timely.

Because just like other business 
owners, producers in Alberta want 
to earn their living from the mar¬ 
ketplace, not the mailbox.

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Snyder recalls brush with German fighter pilot

For Charlie Snyder, the memories of 
war are elched in his mind for a lifetime. 
Having served overseas for a number of 
years, Snyder looks back at his time 
served as though it was yesterday. 

Coming from a family of Mennonites, 
Snyder was exempt from enlisting in the 
war but “my dad told me to do what I 
wanted to do, so a friend of mine and 1 
went to sign up for the Navy.” Snyder 
decided to sen e in the war as many of his 


the Navy. After waiting for a call from the 
Navy, Snyder decided that he was just not 
going to be called to serve in the Navy and 
decided to enter the Air Force and was 
immediately sent off for training. 

Training for Snyder started at S.A.I.T in 
Calgary, which involved woodwork, metal 
work and fixing engines. When Snyder 
was sent to the Manning Depot in 
Edmonton he realized it was the real 
thing 

“1 knew 1 was really enlisted in the Air 
Force...no backing out now.” 

In Edmonton, Snyder received his uni- 


“I had to do a lot of running, go through 
obstacle courses and tons of footwork.” 

Following (hitario, Snyder came back to 
Alberta and was posted to No. 7 Air Force 
Station in Fort McLeod; it was also where 
he met his future wife. 

Three years after signing up for the Air 
Force, Snyder received his papers inform¬ 
ing him he was to be sent over to 
Topcliffe, England. Snyder remembers 
the trip on the ship, Ilda France. 

“There were two to three-thousand of us 
on that boat with destroyer ships stuck to 
the sides to protect us from the German 


ships that were nearby." Snyder remem¬ 
bers many of the passengers on the boat 
getting seasick. “You didn’t want to be 
over the side of the ship when they were 
getting sick,” he laughs. 

Snyder’s job in England was to fit 
hydraulics, “it was a specialty of mine." In 
a course of one day, Snyder worked on 
close to ten planes. According to Snyder, 
five to 10 of the planes would take off at 
night to bomb German cities. He remem¬ 
bers of those planes, only two or three 
planes returning in the morning.

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Snyder was paid $1 a day for the work he did; if he 
tested a plane to ensure it was running right, he was 
paid $11 a day. 

Although Snyder spent most of this time at a bomber 
station, east of Topcliffe, working on Lancaster planes, 
he remembers a close call to battle. While in Ids sec¬ 
ond storey billet, a _ 

German fighter plane 
somehow managed to fly 
to Topcliffe and had shot 
at some of the hangars, 
which held some of the 
top Lancasters. Snyder 
remembers the German 
flying so close that he and 
his group could see him 
out their window. “He 
stared right at us and gave 
us the finger.” Snyder 
remembers the German 
fighter shot at the mess 
hall and ended up killing 
two of the women that 
were working. 

Snyder’s letters back 
home, tell a different 
story. Being overseas, 
they were unable to 
reveal what was going on 
with the war. The soldiers 
would be warned that no 
information could be writ¬ 
ten hack home. Quite 
often, the letters would be 
open to ensure that there 
was no information being 
passed hack home. “You 
would lose your mail priv¬ 
ileges if it was found that 

you were writing about _ 

what was going on.” Charlie Snyder in 1945.

For tire most part, Snyder’s letters ensure his family 
back here that he was “still kicking,” and request tilings 
like bubble gum and other luxuries they could not get 
there. 

After the war ended in Europe, Snyder was poster! to 
Hamburg, Germany where his job was to watch that 
none of the German planes left the airport. 

Snyder does not remember ever being scared from 
the time he was called over to England to the time he 
left. “I signed up myself, 1 knew it’s what I had to do.” 
He is quick to retract that he was never scared, remem¬ 
bering a night while he 
was guarding planes and 
could hear a noise coming 
from somewhere close by. 
“The other guy 1 was on 
guard with thought that 
someone was inside one 
of the planes, he wanted 
to go in and check it out, 
but there was no way 1 
was going in there.” He 
remembers the other 
guard checking it out and 
finding that it was just the 
wind that was causing the 
noise. 

Snyder’s time spent in 
the war was a positive 
one for him. Although 
there was never a time 
Snyder can remember 
when he was frightened 
and wanted to go home, 
he does remember that 
near the end they were all 
ready to go home. 
Fortunately he was not 
injured and came away 
with many friends. “I love 
the fact that everybody 
was friends with each 
other and there was never 
any fighting among the
